Success story 

Center aids widow overcome grief

Marge Krause loves to read 
novels. 

But her personal “Lost 
Weekend”, which began on 
May 31 last year, would rival 
any masterpiece in the Ro- 
mulus Public Library today. 

It began when her husband, 
Joseph, left their Romulus 
home to try out some new fish- 
ing lure at Belleville Lake 
about 8 a.m. 

Concerned that their son, 
David, also of Romulus, was 
coming to visit them at 7 that 
night, she reminded her hus- 
band of the planned visit as he 
opened the door to leave. 
Krause said he called back. 
“Don’t worry lil be back long 
before that” 

When he failed to return by 
5 p in., Krause said she began 
to get concerned. After her son 
arrived later, she told him his 
father hadn’t returned from 
the lake yet 

Her son later found his fa 
ther’s parked car, but found no 
sign of his dad. 

Because of the 92-degree 


temperatures, a quick helicop- 
ter and searchlight search was 
begun at the lake. The raft 
Krause used was found, but it 
also was discovered one of the 
oars was broken. 

Worried that the 73-year-old 
fisherman may have collapsed 
from the heat and fallen either 
in the lake or the wooded area 
surrounding it, police called in 
dogs to sniff out the terrain. 
But they too came up empty. 

On June 2, Krause’s body fi- 
nally was found floating in the 
lake by visitors walking in the 
area. 

The toughest part for 
Krause was the fact that she 
was never allowed to view her 
husband’s body-’*So I never 
got a real chance to say good- 
bye,” she said. 

Settling her husband’s es- 
tate took the better part of sev- 
eral months, she said, and then 
the feelings of finality began to 
set in. 

Having retired two years be- 
fore from her job as head bank 
teller, Krause realized “I’ve 
got to get out of the house.’’ 

Krause, (whose maiden 
name was Marguerite Clark), 


had lived in Romulus for 40 
years, said she had planned to 
get involved with the Romulus 
Senior Center before her hus- 
band’s death-”but never got 
around to it’’ 

Center Director Marilyn 
Masters began talking to 
Krause and sensed the new 
widow’s lonliness and invited 
her to begin attending lun- 
cheons. 

Krause began signing up for 
trips, both in the area and out- 
of-state, and started once 
again to get an emotional han- 
dle on her life. 

While sharing experiences 
with other widows at the cen- 
ter, Mrs. Krause said, she still 
can’t break the habit of saying 
“we” or “our” even now 10 
months after her husband’s 
death. 

“The hardest thing is to ac- 
cept the finality of it. But I 
know if I hadn’t gotten in- 
volved here (pointing to the se- 
nior center rooms), I know I 
would be sitting gloomily in 
my house in a bathrobe- 
growing more embittered by 
the day.”

Romulus man shot 
to death in Taylor

A 40-year-old Romulus man 
was slain late Saturday night 
in a Taylor tavern and a sec- 
ond victim was reportedly shot 
about the same time at an un- 
disclosed site in Romulus. 

The murder victim was 
identified as David Allan Mor- 
gan. According to Taylor De- 
tective Don Portice, the victim 
was shot both in the chest and 
the back of the head. 

Portice said police were 
told Morgan and the accused 
gunman, Reid Lawrence, 48, of 
Ypsilanti, had earlier been in- 
volved in an altercation in the 
men’s room of the Baby Doll 
Bar of 5915 Inkster Road, Tay- 
lor. 

When the pair came out of 
the restroom, police were told 
Lawrence confronted Morgan 
again. Morgan told him to “get 


away” and Lawrence then pul- 
led a 380 semi-automatic pistol 
and fired two shots in front of 
startled customers, according 
to police accounts of the inci- 
dent. 

Morgan was rushed to Heri- 
tage Hospital in Taylor and 
was pronounced dead at 11:57 
p.m. 

Taylor police confiscated 
the weapon and arrested Law- 
rence and charged him with 
first degree murder. 

He was arraigned in 23rd 
District Court and ordered 
held without bail pending his 
examination at 9 a.m. April 8. 

In a separate incident, Ro- 
mulus police said a shooting 
victim identified as Darrell 
Jackson, 23, of Ypsilanti, was 
dropped off at Annapolis Hos- 
pital at 11:50 p.m. Saturday. 

Romulus police said after 
dropping Jackson at the hospi- 


tal, an unidentified men fled 
without saying a word. 

Jackson was treated for a 
bullet wound of the left hip 
and was kept in the hospital 
intensive care unit 

While Jackson has not been 
questioned because of his 
wounds at this time, police 
said it appears the shooting 
may have occurred some- 
where near the Romulus Civic 
League at 11495 Wahrman St. 

Willie Hester, president of 
the Civic League, said an event 
was scheduled at the Civic 
League building Saturday 
night, but all reports he has re- 
ceived indicate there was no 
shooting in the building. 

Hester said he has not been 
questioned by police at this 
time. 

According to Romulus po- 
lice, Jackson is listed in stable 
condition at the hospital. 


Local business owners meet 
with county, airport officials

Wayne County government 
and Metro Airport officials are 
battling to regain the confi- 
dence of Romulus business 
and industrial owners, who 
are being impacted by the 
planned expansion of Metro 
Airport. 

Romulus business owners, 
such as Bill Yochum, owner of 
Overhead Crane on Crane 
Road, are demanding to know 
time frames for the planned 
airport expansion efforts, so 
that the transitional period 
will not impact negatively on 
their efforts or their cus- 
tomers. 

Equally important is the 
need to get an acceptable 
price for the property they will 
be asked to vacate, so that they 
do not have to resort to court 
battles, which are costly and 
time consuming, Yochum said. 

Several business owners 
said they were promised a 
qualified offer on their prop- 
erty as early as last Thanksgiv- 
ing. They are still awaiting 
these offers, they said. 

County and airport officials 
met on March 25 with many of 
the affected business owners 
at a luncheon at the Holiday 
Inn. The session was spon- 
sored by the Greater Romulus 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Yochum said business 
owners, who are involved with 
heavy machinery, need extra 
time for transitional purposes. 
“For instance,” he said, “we 
would need six to nine months 
after we get a fair buyout 
price, because we need to have 
parallel facilities in operation 
prior to our move.” 

Yochum said as of Tuesday 
morning he was still awaiting a 
phone call from Deputy Air 
port Director Lester Robinson 
on up-to-date time periods af 
fecting his property. Robinson 
reportedly has begun the local 
contact effort. 

Robinson explained the air 
port growth plans to the group 
and urged them to stay in con- 
tact with his office. He prom 
ised to give all business 
owners the most up to date in- 
formation, he has at the time. 

Mayor Beverly McAnallv 
and city Community Develop 
ment Director Dennis Oakes 


supported the cries of the local 
business owners and pressed 
for better communication bet- 
ween the county transition 
team and the affected business 
owners. 

McAnally expressed con- 
cerns about delays in the ap- 
praisal and purchase offers for 
homes and business in the 
path of airport expansion. “I 
hope this is settled in my life- 
time,” she quipped near the 
end of the meeting.” 

Oakes said “Wayne County 
may not care if you business 
owners relocate in Romulus or 
Livonia, but we sure do. We 
definitely want to do every- 
thing in our power to keep you 
all here.” 

Oakes said later that Ro- 
mulus City Government has 
been telling Wayne County of- 
ficials, “They owe an obliga- 
tion to local property owners 
to draw up a schedule as to 
when they need to abandon 
their properties. In addition 
the county as well should be 
working diligently to retain 
these businesses within the 
city’s boundaries.” 

The major business owners, 
who were attending the spe-

cial meeting, said any poten- 
tial 90-day notice to demand 
they move from their current 
premesis would be fought. 

Robinson promised to work 
closer with the business 
leaders to set up property time 
sequences and tried to relieve 
some of the anxiety by stating 
any changes in time schedules 
would be for later action dates 
rather than earlier. 

County Commissioner 
Bryan Amann said, “My job is 
to be your mouthpiece in 
Wayne County Government. 
We give you our commitment 
to provide as up-to-date infor 
mation as we have on a regular 
basis.” 

Amann also agreed that 
county and airport officials 
would agree to come back in 
July (or any other any time) to 
give a group update. 

“We know your concern 
about previous efforts in the 
county,” he said, “and we do 
not want this to be ‘Nightmare 
in Wayne County Revisited’” 

Amann said he had talked 
to Robinson Saturday and the 
information was beginning to

Publisher considers lawsuit against 



Associated Newspapers, 
Inc. Publisher Susan Willett 
confirmed this week that she 
and corporate counsel Mic- 
hael Wampler are discussing 
the possibility of filing a civil 
lawsuit against two members 
of the Wayne Westland school 
board. 

Willett requested pros- 
ecutorial action from the of- 
fice of the Wayne County 
Prosecutor claiming that 
board president Sylvia Ko- 
zorosky- Wiacek and board 
vice president Vicki Welty vio 
lated the provisions of the 
Open Meetings Act last Octo- 
ber. Willett contends that the 
two took official action prior to 
any meeting of the board, 
thereby disenfranchising the 
voters and the press and were 
in violation of the law. 

Both Kozorosky-Wiacek and 
Welty’ have confirmed publicly 
that they did, in fact, go to the 
office of the Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Dennis O'Neill and 
tell him his contract would not 
be renewed. They also stated 
publicly that they had made 
phone calls and inquired of 
the other members of the 
board as to their votes on the 
matter, scheduled to be dis- 
cussed at a future meeting of 


the board members. While ad- 
mitting to the actions, both 
Kozorosky-Wiacek and Welty 
have denied any wrongdoing 
in the incident. 

Willett contends that by act- 
ing prior to any public meet- 
ing, public discussion was 
avoided and any dissenting 


opinions were not aired, 
thereby disenfranchising an 
entire segment of the commu- 
nity. 

Assistant Wayne County 
Prosecutor Frank Bernacki in 
formed Willett in a letter that 
the retirement of O’Neill had 
“mooted the issue.” 


Bernacki suggested that 
Willett now had the oppor- 
tunity to file a civil lawsuit 
against the board members 
and, if successful, recover all 
costs and attorney fees. 

A decision on the civil suit 
is expected this week, Warn 
pier confirmed.

Snow removal unit 
opens at airport 

A new snow removal equip- 
ment building-with 60 over- 
sized bays- has opened at the 
Metropolitan Wayne County 
Airport in Romulus. 

The snow removal opera- 
tion was formerly housed in a 
1929 era hanger- terminal. 

The new operational site 
contains? 90,000 square feet, 
10,000 square feet more than 
the previous site, and is lo- 
cated on a ramp leading to the 
airfield making it a ipuch more 
timely and efficient system. 

The building is the first of 
three units in a maintenance 
complex planned for the west 
side of the airport. The $11 mil- 
lion corrtplex is scheduled to 
be completed in the spring of 
1993.

Charging the Romulus Com- 
munity School District is act- 
ing in a “stupid and financially 
unsound’’ way, Romulus City 
Planning Commission member 
Sheldon Chandler is demand- 
ing to know why new parking 
lots were installed at both the 
junior and senior high schools 
recently and now are being 
tom up by construction vehi- 
cles. 

Chandler, who lives near 
the junior high school, said, 
“I’m retired, so I get to see 
what is happening there on a 
regular basis.”

Four social service agencies 
and two city projects shared 
the $92,520 in Community De- 
velopment Block Grant funds 
Monday night. 

The Community Develop- 
ment Department garnered 
the biggest single chunk of the 
funds ($30,545). It will be used 
toward the cost of engineering 
and construction of sidewalks 
along the southside of God- 
dard Road from Wayne Road 
to the Romulus Post Office. 

The sidewalk project is 
slated to begin this fall. 


“Who is co-ordinating this 
building development pro- 
gram?” he asked, “and why are 
they in such a hurry to spend 
that $45 million?” The amount 
listed was approved by a past 
school referendum. 

“A lot of Romulus people 
are being affected by the 
school’s tax rate imposed by 
administrators--who don’t 
even live in the community,” 
Chandler said. 

He claimed 80-ton gravel 
train units travel through the 
junior high school parking lot, 
returning the asphalt to about 
the same condition it was prior 
to the upgrading. 

Superintendent of Schools 


The Building, Safety and 
Engineering Department also 
was awarded $20,000 toward 
the $150,000 cost for demolish- 
ing up to 33 structures in the 
1992-93 fiscal year. 

The Romulus Help Center 
was given two grant awards: 
$15,000 for service to youth 
(counseling and referrals to 
other agencies) and $13,000 for 
senior citizen home repairs, 
homemaker assistance and 
personal care projects. 

First Step Counseling given 
$7,500 to continue its services 
for low and moderate income 
residents, who are battered 
spouses or abuse victims. 

The Adolescent (Teen) 


Dr. W T illiam Bedell claimed the 
current building process is 
planned. 

“We initially put down a 
base of crushed stone and 2 1/2 
inches of asphalt-simply as a 
base for the parking lot,” he 
said. 

“We were then advised to 
ride on the lot for a year or 
more-during the building con- 
struction period,” Bedell said, 
“and when the construction ef- 
forts are done to add another 1 
1/2 inch topping to the finished 
parking lots.” 

The cost for the two parking 
lots, when completed will be 
about $200,000, Bedell con- 
cluded. 


Health Center-located at Ro- 
mulus High School- was 
awarded $5,000 to provide 
health care to low and mode- 
rate income students at the 
high school. 

The average cost to the stu- 
dent patient is $6.17. 

The Informational Center, 
headquartered in Southgate, 
was awarded two grants of 
$725 and $750 for working with 
senior citizens and conducting 
Project Near that provides low 
cost alternate chore and home- 
maker services to older adults. 

The city of Romulus also 
was given an additional 
$10,280 to administer the fund- 
ing program.

flow from the airport offices to 
local businessmen. 

But li(is comment that the 
county would be glad to talk to 
any business owner’s attorney 
on the status of the airport ex- 
pansion fell on hostile ears. 

Yochum said, “You say that 
because you are an attorney. 
Every time I talk to my attor- 
ney it costs me about $150. If 
he then has to talk to you it 
could cost me up to $500. Why 
can’t we just talk to you di- 
rectly?” 

Amann said the county has 
received some complaints 
about the appraisal effort. 
“But we are not trying to hide 
behind Farbman-Stein (a 
broker firm from Troy hired by 
Wayne County to oversee this 
land purchase issue).” 

State Commerce Depart- 
ment Development Director 
Larry Gormezano offered to 
help property owners with any 
environmental issues. He also 
said his office has a 
computerized list of sites 
throughout Wayne County and 
in downriver communities.” 

But both McAnally and 
Oakes expressed hopes the 
business property owners 
would “shop Romulus first” 

Chamber Vice president 
Mark Lewkowicz, who mode- 
rated the session, said he was 
glad he was not in the local 
businessmen’s shoes He said 
“I have heard some of you will 
be losing your homes, as well 
as your business sites.” 

Chamber President Dennis 
Worsley revealed the chamber 
had worked two to three 
months to set up the meeting 
between local business 
owners and the federal, state, 
county and airport officials. 

“We were told we’d never 
get everyone together at one 
time. Today’s turnout of all 
involved-as well as local 
bankers shows the nay savers 
were wrong.”

Weekends are now the 
toughest part of the week for 
her, as there is no time to meet 
there with her friends, while 
enjoying hot meals.”

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Local vocational center wins national accreditation

The William D. Ford Voca- 
tional Technical Center has 
been accepted as a member of 
the largest accreditation asso- 
cation in the entire country. 

The school, which is located 
in Westland, was admitted to 
North Central Accreditation 
Wednesday. The information 
was disclosed at a NCA confer- 
ence in Chicago. 

“Accreditation by the NCA 
means that the school has met 
the standards set for member- 
ship, ” said Greg Baracy, princi- 
pal at the Votech Center. 

“These standards signify 
that the school has the re- 
sources, personnel and leader- 
ship necessary for effective 
education.” 

At the conference Dr. Will- 
iam Bushaw, the director of 
NCA congratulated Wayne- 
Westland school district offi- 
cials. “The William D. Ford Vo- 
cational Technical Center has 
now joined the growing league 
of schools whose purpose is 
the continuing quest for higher 
levels of quality education/* 
Bushaw said. 

NCA has approximately 
7,000 schools that are mem- 
bers. Both John Glenn High 
School and Wayne Memorial 
High School have also been ac- 
credited by NCA officials. 

Students who attend ac- 
credited high schools have an 
advantage over those who 
don’t when it comes time to ap- 
ply to colleges and univer- 
sities.

with the same grade point av- 
erages and the same scores on 
the standardized tests, but one 
attends an accredited school 
and the other does not, the stu- 
dent who attends the accred- 
ited school would have a 
better chance of being ac- 
cepted to that school, accord- 
ing to Wayne Westland school 
officials. 

Each year both Wayne- 
Westland high schools receive 
a visit from officials at NCA 
and the University of Michi- 
gan. The accreditors examine 


the resources available in the 
librairies, talk with teachers 
and other building staff mem- 
bers, examine textbooks used 


and other instructional mate- 
rials. 

“Continuation within the 
NCA requires a joint effort by 


the community and the staff to 
make certain that the poten- 
tiality for quality education re- 
mains unimpaired/’ said Dr. 
Thomas Svitkovich, deputy su- 
perintendent of schools. “The 
advantage of NCA member- 
ship is that it assures the pub- 
lic at large that the school has 
met those standards which 
good schools in the NCA re- 
gion consider to be imperative 
for effective education to take 
place.” 

Before either high school 
could be accredited by NCA, 


the schools had to receive ac- 
creditation from the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, according to 
school officials. 

The district was at risk of 
losing accreditation two years 
ago, when program cuts had 
been implemented in the dis- 
trict due to financial di- 
ficulties. 

The successful approval of a 
millage increase last June re- 
stored the programs and elimi- 
nated the risk of losing 
accreditation at both high 
schools.

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Park project on schedule

The second phase of the 
Goudy Park Development pro- 
ject in Wayne was launched 
earlier this week. 

Improvements to the park 
include the installation of an 
observation deck as well as 
placement of boulders along 
the river bed and the estab- 
lishment of various planting 
areas around the boulders, ac- 
cording to Community Devel- 
opment Director Debbie 
Manns. 

Councilman A1 Damitio 
wanted to know why boulders 
were needed in the park.

There will also be 
a path and lights on Second 
and Josephine streets at Mill 
Trail Park.

path stretching around the 
Rouge River and the addition 
of playground equipment, 
park bench tables and more 
parking space. 

Lights were also situated 
along the walk path. A scenic 
overlook platform deck was 
constructed off the ridge and 
over the floodplain. 

Excavation work has al- 
ready begun on the Amphithe- 
atre behind City Hall. Wayne 
residents will soon be able to 
enjoy outdoor music during 
the summer and ice skating in 
the winter once the amphithe- 
atre is completed. 

The amphitheater project is 
expected to be completed by 
the end of July and the 
Washington/Mill Trail project 
to be completed by the end of 
May, according to Community 
Development Director Debbie 
Manns. 


“With the amphitheatre pro 
ject all the electrical utilities 
will be placed underground,” 
Manns said. 

City officials will soon be 
applying for a grant for Avon- 
dale, Forest and Jaycee park 
improvement projects through 
the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources Land and 
Water Trust fund and Quality 
of Life Recreation Bond pro- 
grams.

ing legislative approval of the 
grant. We would like to apply 
for $62,260 for the second 
phase of the project.” 

The grant application for 
Forest Playfield will include 
the establishment of a picnic 
grove, the installation of base- 
ball backstops and bleachers 
and some landscaping im- 
provements. 

“We would like to apply for

The proposed improve- 
ments for Jaycee Park include 
the demolition of the Jaycee 
park building, resurfacing of 
the existing tennis courts and 
the installation of various 
pieces of playground equip- 
ment.

Fate of Westland Center still unknown to area leaders

Westland Mayor Robert 
Thomas is still hopeful that the 
sale of Westland Center will 
occur. 

Since last year, officials 
from the Chicago-based Horn- 
art Development Company 
have made numerous visits to 
Westland to discuss their plans 
for the mall which is currently 
owned by Atlanta-based Equi- 
table Real Estate Developers. 

Thomas is concerned that 
the one of the major retail an- 
chors at the mall, Hudson’s, 
will not sign a new lease when 
the current lease expires in 
1995. 

He is also concerned that 
available land in nearby Can- 
ton Township may be pur- 
chased by developers who 
would then build a mega-mall 
which could deter retailers 
from Westland Center to the 
newer mall. 

“I had heard rumors that 
somebody was trying to put to- 
gether or assemble a piece of 
property near the freeway and 
Ford Road,” Thomas said. “I 
don’t have any other informa- 
tion about that. 

“If I was going to put up a 
mega-mall, I know exactly 
where I would put it,” Thomas 
said. “I would put it on a piece 
of property located west of 
Canton Center Road and south 
of Ford Road.” 

If a mega-mall is coming to 
Canton Township, township of- 
ficials have not been told to 
roll out the red carpet. 


“Don’t know anything about 
it. We may be the last to know,” 
said Tom Yack, Canton Towns- 
hip supervisor. “I don’t know 
where they would build such a 
facility.” 

A lack of a suitable location 
could present a problem. None 
of the property west of Canton 
Center Road is zoned for com- 
mercial development. Yack 
said the only two locations 
with land properly zoned for a 
mega-mall would be near the 
intersections of 1-275 and Ford 
Road, and 1-275 and Michigan 
Avenue. 

If the right site and right 
deal are available, Yack said a 
mall-type facility would re- 
ceive a warm welcome in Can- 
ton. 

“We have zoned the commu- 
nity to facilitate developments 
of that type and we would look 
carefully at any proposal,” he 
added. 

Homart officials have also 
expressed an interest in build- 
ing a Sears Store and a 1,500- 
car parking garage on to West- 
land Center. Homart is a divi- 
sion of Coldwell Banker which 
is a division of Sears. 

Thomas believes the sale of 
Westland Center hinges on 
whether Hudson’s officials de- 
cide to sign a new lease. He is 


also concerned that time might 
deter Homart officials. 


“I don't want to lose Sears 
or the parking garage,” 
Thomas said. 

City officials have discussed 
the possiility of paying for a 
portion of the parking garage 
with dollars from the Tax In 
crement Finance Authority. 

“The TIFA offer is still 
open,” Thomas said. “We have 
the dollars for the parking 
structure.”
